This is a followup on the r390a I bought at Shelby hamfest that had an agc 
problem. 


I finally fixed the beast. After replacing every capicitor in the agc chain 
including capictors in the rf deck, fixing two burned out resistors and still 
not getting proper agc action I got serious and found low resistance in the agc 
line. Seperated rf deck from if deck and traced low resistance to if deck. 
Traced problem to a poor solder joint (with solder splash) shorting signal 
return of mechanical filter to ground. Interestingly, the filters all appeared 
to work, but the short prevented agc voltage from being applied to second if 
amplifier. 


I suspect that problem appeared in receiver after replacing the mechanical 
filter and that receiver was placed "on the shelf" for further repair later. 
Problem was tough to find (for me), given the poor quality of soldering, might 
have been beyond repair capabilities of tech, but who knows. 


At least this fine old receiver is now hearing signals properly!

Some time ago I bought a stripped down BC-610E and have been accumulating 


parts to restore it. I had found everything but the mod deck. Robert 
Downs was kind enough to dig out a chassis and is going to search out the 
rest of the parts for me. Since I will be building the deck from the 
chassis up it occurred to me that some modifications to improve 
performance might be in order. Was the E model mod deck satisfactory as 
issued, or would it be worth while to make some changes? Do you know of a 
good source for any mods? 

I know from listening in on 3880 and 3885 that some of those fellows 
running 610's have a -very- nice signal. I have heard that the speech amp 
also left something to be desired as issued. I have two of them, one 
complete and one that needs restoring.

I don't have a Hallicrafters SR-400A, but the SR-2000 
is similar, so I'll pass along my comments on it. 


My SR-2000 likewise had some audio distortion, 

which cleared up after alignment of the crystal filter 
matching coils, L-15 and L-16 on the SR-2000. 

The clue was passband ripple, noticible on the S meter 
when tuning through the crystal calibrator signal. 
(Surprisingly, no one mentioned any transmit distortion. ) 
The 1650 IF transformers, T-3 and T-6 of the SR-2000, 

had already been aligned per the manual. These 

tune broadly, so should not be the cause 

of the distortion problem. 


The easy way to adjust the two matching coils is to apply a signal 
generator (with capacitive coupling) at 1650 KHz to the input 

of the 1650 KHz IF amplifier tube, and connect a scope 

at the grid of the product detector tube. 

Use around 30% a.m. modulation with 1 KHz audio input 

to the signal generator, and adjust the two coils for the maximum 
peak-to-peak signal on the scope. Keep the signal generator 
output level low, to avoid fighting the receiver AGC. 

The peak-to-peak voltage observed on the scope 

will be proportional to the vector (phasor) sum of the carrier 
and both sidebands (sine waves at 1649, 1650 and 1651 KHz), 

so this method is almost as good as using a sweep generator 

to align the 2.1 KHz bandwidth crystal filter.

Grant I might seem like Jack Horner bragger as in "oh what a good boy 
I am" by sending this to the reflector. 


But ur question's pretty easy to answer and this may be of general interest. 


Think DX40 puts ~400V on 6146. ARRL '66 Hbk says 6146 likes 150V on screens 
& pulls ~8ma in class C plate-mod AM (CP). 


So by Clifford Ohm's law the screen R is: 
(400V - 150V) / .008 = ~3300 ohms ...at ~2W 


But only 1.2 W in 40 is going to screen so ya might be limited to 97% 
modulation by fergittin' the screen R business. 


I wud - but ur call 


And watch the spacing on the pi-net (plate-tune) variable C. you'll get 800V 
not 400v across it on yak peaks.
